Commercial representatives 
inthis, country has been felt for 
some time and strong representa- 
tions have been made by British 
aircraft manufacturers for such an 
appointment, British aircraft are 
second to none, but the observer 
cannot help" but feel that 
Britain is being left behind by other 
countries as far as the Chinese 
market is concerned.

HESITANT POLICY 
April 17. 

Mr. Wang Ching-wei’s state- 
ment to the Press on Saturday 
broke no fresh ground. He con-

‘available opportunity” arises, it 
will not be easy to disassociate 
the resolution from the Majestic 
site proposa) in view of Mr. A.J. 
‘Hughes's connection with both. 
He warmly advocated the pur- 
‘chase of the Majestic Hotel site 
in a letter to the ‘North-China 
Daily News” and is now on re- 
‘cord as proposer of the resolu- 
tion to be submitted to the rate 
payers. It is not the first 
‘occasion on which a little wedge 
yhas been used to create a wide 
opening. If the resolution, as it 
stands, is accepted by the rate- 
payers, it is but reasonable to 
[suppose that it will be followed 
by greater activity on the part 
of those so enthusiastically in 
favour of the purchase of the 
Bubbling Well Road property, 
and the transfer of the ultimate 
decision from the ratepayers 
themselves to the Council.

“Why Pay Rent?” seductively 
inuire ‘tho advertisements of 
iiilding societies in pressing, 
their schemes upon the British 
citizen, Judging from Mr. A. 
W. Burkill's” remarks at th 
meeting of the Anglo-French 
d Investment Co. Ltd., yester- 
the answer to the question 
imple—live in Shanghai. The 
adventure of obtaining lodging, 
if not board, by becoming a 
tenant in a desirable residence 
here can be greatly enlivened by 
& refusal to recognise the land- 
lord's claim to rent. For then, 
thanks to the mysteries of court 
procedure, the tenant can play 
a pretty game of hide und seek 
and, at the distant end of the 
passage, his expenses are vi 
tually limited to the amount of 
the rent which he has not paid 
for the occupancy enjoyed. Let 
it fat once be said that the judges 
and thelr courts are not to be 
blamed. ‘They are the victims of 
a system and the system favours 
the ingenious tenant, who, by the 
acquisition of a pachydermatous 
hide, finds pleasure in keeping 
his fandlord at. arm's length- 
feat beyond the power of the 
ordinary — shroff-fearing, 
abiding creature,» Mr. 
elaborated a theme lightly 
touched on by Mr. N. L. Sparke 
last month when addvessing the 
Shanghai Property Owners’ 
‘Association. Mr. Sparke found 
the Chinese Courts unhelpful 
in ‘vent cases because of the 
procedure. Tf ex- 
edition could not be applied in 
rent cases he declared that the 
“effect on property owners in 
the future will be disastrous.”| 
Mr. Sparke went on

months in arrear in his rental.” 
{t will bo seen that the only 
people who permanently profit 
from a situation of this kind are 
the lawyers. Lawyers are 
admirable as a class.” It would

tion of judgment is obtained, the 
arrears can be anything up t 
year. During the time the case is 
pending, the owner of the pro- 
erty is not only out of pocket for 
ent, but has also to pay taxes 
‘and ‘water rate.” 
Landlords are not _philan- 
throphists, except in their spare 
time. If the risk of their oceupa- 
tion’ involves the loss thus 
indicated they are bound to cover 
themselves by a general adjust- 
ment which will make their 
rentals collected include the 
element of loss on delayed 
collections. This is prosaic eom- 
monsense and indicates just 
another working of the principle 
by which the credit tailor can 
be undercut by the rival who 
insists on cash down or no suit.

Chinese no less than Foreign 
residents in Shanghai are con- 
leerned in this matter, “Uncer- 
inty over the payment of rents 
has produced among investors a 
reluctance to support schemes of 
development. Chapei’s_ recon- 
struction has been delayed on 
this account. Tt is satisfactory 
to know that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has appointed experts. to 
overhaul the machinery of the 
Courts and here at least is an 
opportunity for such action. Mr. 
Burkill’s criticism was construc- 
tive. He urged the limitation of 
appeals in rent cases by pre- 
scribing the deposit of the 
amounts equivalent to the claims 
and costs together with rent 
faceruing since the claims were 
filed, as a necessary accompani- 
ment to the petition of appes 
This suggestion obviously _re- 
quires legislative sanction. The 
jovernment can, however, act. 
with promptness'in enforcement 
of reforms urgently required, as 
the recent handling of the tael 
[question showed. This rent issue 
vitally affects financial interests 
both Chinese and foreign. 
Were steps swiftly taken to 
stop the unworthy’ tenant's 
exploitation of the law, a 
shrewd blow would be struck 
at a scandal which is gr 
hampering the — recove 
leconomic buoyancy here. 
ther the suggestion made by 
Mr. Burkill would be favoured as 
the best means of accomplishing 
the end desired or whether the 
Chinese authorities would prefer 
some other plan, must be left to 
them to decide. ’ They are, how- 
ever, earnestly asked to consider 
the points so weightily made by 
the Chairmen of two important 
commercial undertakings here. 
They will realise that these rent 
cases are different from other 
civil cases in that they amount

STAGE AND SCREEN 
April 12. 

‘Mr, Leslie Howard, the other 
day, “is reported to’ have ex- 
pressed his boredom with cinema 
work and his intention to return 
to the stage. Other actors und 
lactresses have found the studio 
luncongenial but their decision 
has been rightly or wrongly 
attributed to their lack of the 
right type of personality for 
Iscreen productions. Mr. Howard 
can be under no'such disability 
judging from the succes 
Fecorded by him, although 

re unwise to attempt dogma- 
ism on that point for the ways 
and works of cinema publi 
lure peculiar. One passage in 
Mr, Howard's remarks suggests 
that his verdict may be taken at 
its face value. He felt the 
handicap of being condemned 
in his ‘screen appearances to! 
complete divorce from personal 
touch with his audiences. That 
has been a basic difficulty in 
accepting the cinema as a per- 
fect substitute for the stage. It 
explains the remarkable achieve. 
ments of the animated cartoon 
rhich, as time goes on, may well 
be regarded as the purest, mani- 
festation of the cinema's art. 
Walt Disney and Lotte Reiniger 
may be the honoured names 
the cinema of a hundred years 
hence, when Laemmle, de Mille 
land the rest are forgotten. The 
success of the cinema in tapping 
jaudiences whom the stage has 
failed to reach is due, in the 
main, to the cheapness’ of the 
prices charged. ‘The screen. 
places « premium on the big 
fauditorium. Provided the appeal 
lof the theme selected can be as 
broad as possible—like the sheet 
of the “popular” newspaper— 
the cinema management can 
Droceed happily on the principle 
lof small prices and large profits. 
Even the recklessness of cinema 
ce and the blatant waste- 
fulness of its wayward magnat 
have not checked this tendenc 
[Just now the world depression 
making itself felt in the studios 
land a radical revision of me- 
thods, to the great advantage of 
production perhaps, may be 
Peeted. Fortunately for. the 
cinema, in so far as it is a rival 
lof the ‘stage, the theatres have 
been aflicted with similar faults 
added to a conservatism of 
lamazing tenacity. Small houses, 
large prices and the persistent 
pursuit of the | “star” system 
ave kept the theatres in an un- 
necessary bondage. ‘There has 
been also the drain to the studio 
lof actors and actresses who 
have been attracted by huge 
salaries offered by the infant 
industry. 

But Mr. Howard points out how 
deficient the screen is in giving 
the actor full opportunities for 
self-expression. ‘The trouble 
about the screen. is that the 
player is always judged by hi 
beat "work and not by his last 
performance. Paradoxically this 
is fatal to him, He cannot re- 
leover. ground lost, except with 
the utmost dificuliy. It is only 
necessary for the cinema “fan” 
to hark back to the programmes 
of four years ago to discover how 
short is the life of even the most 
famous star, with certain excep- 
tions. The cinema is still in its 
infancy, if the talking screen be 
considered. Who, looking at the 
leareer of ‘Miss Marie Tempest, 
for example, can predict, a like 
fortune for ‘Miss Ruth Chatter- 
ton. who still shows her  pre- 
Jeminence as a screen actress, in 
leontrast to rivals depending far 
more on personality than on art 
for their alleged supremacy? 
‘Miss Tempest may appear in & 
poor play. Tt has a short run 
but, sure enough, her next is a 
box-office winner.’ She has never 
lost touch with her audience and 
lonce again she is making fath- 
lers and. mothers triumphantly 
wave her art in the faces of 
their sons and daughters who 
surrender on the spot. The
